of Feb. 4, 1015. It is further stated 
that no German mines were laid there.

LONDON, March 19.—Nine persons 
were killed and thirty-one injurea in a 
raid of four German aeroplanes over 
the east coast of Kent today, it was 
announced officially tonight. The official

Four German searplanes flew over 
East Kent today. The first pair ap- 
peared over Dover at a height of 
5,000 to 6,000 feet, one at 1:57 p. m.. 
the second at 2:02 p. m. 

The first dropped six bombs in the 
harbor; then went northwest, drop- 
ping bombs on the town. Theother 
raider, after passing over Dover, ap- 
peared over Deal and dropped sev- 
eral bombs. 

The second pair appeared over 
Ramsgate at 2:10. They dropped 
bombs on the town. One of this pair 
went west, the other north, pursued 
by a British aeroplane. One bomb 
is reported to have been dropped on 
Margate. ? , 

NO BOMBS AT WESTGATE. 

Thesecond machine appeared over 
Westgate at 2:20. Here several of 
our aeroplanes went up in pursuit. 
No bombs were dropped om Weat- 
gate. 

The total casualties so far report- 
ed are: Killed, three men, one wom- 
an, and five children; injured, seven- 
teen men, five women, and nine chil- 
dren. : 

As far as ascertained, forty-eight 
bombs were dropped. One bomb fell 
on the Canadian hospital at Rame- 
gate, causing damage. but mo cas- 
ualties.

Dozen Men at Bar. 

Sampson entered the saloon, which is 
operated by Michael Lehceky at 163 
Greenwood avenue, and walked to the 
bar, at which stood more than a dozen 
men. A moment leter, it te said, one of 
his hands was found in the pocket of an- 
other man. There was 4 protest and 
Sampson drew ‘his revolver and began 
firing into the crowd. 

He fired four shots, three of which were 
effective.

MORE AMERICANS VILLA VICTIMS. 


[By Associated Press. ] 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY, March 18, via wireless to 
‘Columbus, N. M., March 19.—After marching more than 110 miles 
into Mexico in forty-two hours—a speed of thirty-three miles a day 
—the American punitive expedition today received information ap- 
parently locating Francisco Villa, the object of the chase. 

Disposition of the troops began tonight for the task of hunting 
him down. Meanwhile Villa was reported to be continuing his out- 


He is said to have raided American colonies in the vicinity of 
‘|his mountain retreats and killed 


residents of these colonies. 
The expeditions reached [name deleted 
by censor}. They were informed that 


_ the Mexican leader passed through this 


place only a few days ago. The latest 
information of Villa’s present where- 
abouts placed him on the ranch of Can- 
delari Hernandez, one of the sub-chiefs 
with him on the raid against Columbus. 

Gen. John J. Pershing personally 
led the fiying cavalry column in 
the 110 mile dash. Every man 
in his command was mounted. 
They pressed through a portion of 
Mexico where weter was scarce. For 
such a large body of men the speed main- 
tained was remarkable, and tne good 
condition in which they came through 
was inspiring. 

Only a few cavalry horses and pack 
mules were lost, the victims of a hard 
riding trail. - The men reached the camp 


thirsty and hungry, but otherwise in good © 


condition, fit for action and eager for the 
pursuit of Villa to begin in earnest. 
VILLA IN A TRAP? 

El Paso, Tex., March 19.—Panzho 
Villa has been driven into a trap by 
the rapid advance of the American 
troops, accofding to the information 
received today in wireless dispatches 
from the front and in telegraphic dis- 
patches to Gen. Gabriel Gavira, the 
Carranza commander at Juarez.

It is further boast- 
ed that when they. have no food their 
riders give them a bunch of cactus of 
the prickly pear variety from which 
the spines have been burned.

LAND, PROBLEMS 
IN PHILIPPINES 


Huge Task In Unknown Field 
Facing United States When 
Islands Were Acquired, 


| NG DAVIS. 
a Se an ericans had nev- 


er undertaken such a task as confronted 
them when they adopted the policy of 
“the Philippines for the Filipinos.” The 
Cuban experiment was nothing compared 
with this, and we treated the Cuban busi- 
ness with an offhand abruptness which, 
fortunately for our good name, was not 
attempted here. 

The first thing was to find out what 
was in the islands for which we had paid 
Spain $20,000,000. The Philippines had 
never been surveyed or charted. No 
scientific study had ever been made of 
their condition, their resources, or their 
possibilities. It was up to the Americans 
to do that. 

The whole thing was new to us. We 
were new to the tropics and to tropical 
conditions of life. We were new to the 
vast problem of tropical sanitation anc 
hygiene. 

Need of Immediate Reforms. 

There was a vast problem in organiza- 
tion. Under such circumstances the 
American attention was attracted at once 
by many matters in which it seemed 
that immediate and effective reform was 
imperative. It was a comparatively easy 
matter to get the form of civil govern- 
ment established, under American super- 
vision and with a large share of Amer- 
ican participation. 

Even before that was accomplished a 
volume of complaint from Filipinos as to 
the uncertainty of land tenure and the 
difficulty of acquiring title had reached 
American ears. It seemed of first im- 
portance for the new authority to devise 
some plan to make it possible and easy 
for the Filipinos to purchase homes and 
émall parcels of land for farming pur 
poses, and to be settled and safeguarded 
in possession and title. 

Plans were under consideration and dis- 
cussion in the days of the insurrection, 
and while we were fighting the Filipinos 
we were scheming how we could arrange 
matters so as to enable them to obtain

‘homes on the easiest, and surest terms. 


Action on Land Question. 

There was a great deal of talk among 
the early Americans here about this mat- 
ter; talk of how promptly we should set- 
tle the question and of how institutions 
would be established to aid the Filipinos. 
Prompt action on the land question was 
regarded as not only right in itself but 
as of great importance in the American 
handling of the genera! situation, and in 


_-— all the talk with Filipinos a great dea! 


was made of this promise by the Amer- 
icans. ; 

With this question of land went that 
of education. The superficial impression 
of the Filipinos held by most Americans 
then was that they were extraordinarily 
eager for education. 

The Americans recognized clearly that 
a broad diffusion of general education 
was the essential foundation in the prep- 
aration of the people for self-govern- 
ment. This again comported with the 
habit of life at home and the new ad- 
ministration entered with enthusiasm on 
this part of ite work. | 

These three lines of activity, sanita- 
tion, education, aind prompt handling of 
the land question, naturally constituted 
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gram. For this development of industry 
and commerce and natura! resources was 
fo be by Filipinos themselves as far as 
possible, and for the benefit of Filipinos, 

American industrial and commercial in- 
terests were clearly subordinated here. 
It was mede plain by the blunt speech 
of Mr. Taft at Iloilo, when he told the 
commercial men they were not needed in 
the American scheme for the Philippines 
and were at liberty to leave if they did 
not like to stay. 

Improvements in Transportation. 

It was in this part of the program that 
some of the greatest civilizing influences 
of modern development were involved. 
Here came in the development of trans- 
portation and communication, the sub- 
foundation of civilization the world over. 
This comprehended the construction of 
railroads and the building of highways; 
the erection of telegraphs and telephones; 
and the establishment of cable communi- 
cation between the islands. 

Here, too, was involved the whole great 
range of public works outside of com- 
munications, a vast and important field 
for American activity. 

Today there is in the United States a 
great deal of criticism about the manner 
in which some or all of these matters have 
been handled here, especially during the 
last two years. Its emphasis on the faults 
and failures of the last two years stamps 
it at once partisan and political. The 
errors and faults which may be disclosed 
by minute Inspection are human, in the 
great majority of cases, rather than po- 
litical. 


Criticism of Officials’ Work. 
For instance, a certain congressman 
has told a harrowing tale of failure to 
handle an outbreak of cholera in the Moro 
country in Mindanaoand Sulu. His state- 
ment seemed to lay the blame on the 
present Democratic administration in the 
Philippines, and evidently inferred that 
Republicans would have done better. 

The governor of the Moro country, the 

man most seriously and directly con- 
cerned with the accusations, had been in 
the service in the Philippines for years, 
had made an exceptionally fine record, 
was recommended for fhe new and diffi- 
cult task of undertaking civil govern- 
ment in the Moro country and was ap- 
pointed without thought of his political 
affiliations. . 
The government of the Moro country 
was ‘not a question of politica. The only 
question was to obtain the most efficient 
man for the job.

RISK CONCERNS 
READY TO QUIT 
SOUTH CAROLINA 


Companies Explaln How Pro 
visions of New Law Force 
Them to Suspend, 


BY C. M. CARTWRIGHT. 

A number of inquiries have come from 
insurance men and the public as to the 
reason for the fire insurance companies 
suspending business in South Carolina 
following the enactment of recent legis- 
lation in that state. The new law goes 
into effect March 22, and by that time 
practically all the companies operating 
in South Carolina will have suspended 
business. 

The bill that was enacted into a law is 
drastic and prohibits companies from em- 
ploying a common rater or rating bureau 
in the state. It prohibits two or more 
companies from agreeing on one person 
of a number of persons for the purpose 
of making rates and also prohibits the 
buying of rate books. The companies de- 
clare that unless they have a rating bu- 
reau or some individual to make rates for 
all it would be impossible for each com- 
pany alone to carry on the work. Acom- 
pany would not rely on local agents to 
make rates, as the process is an expert 
one, requiring considerable actuarial tal- 
ent. 


Individual Raters Expensive. . 


The companies point out that if each 
one were to send its own rater into the 
field the expense would be so great that 
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the rates would be prohibitive. The com- 
panies claim that the new law in South 


Carolina which prohibits a company and | part. 


its agents from making any difference or 
distinction in rates, in methods of pay- 
ment by premium, or in any other way 
whatsoever between insurers of risks of 
essentially the same fire hazard puts 
them in a vulnerable position and Hable 
to heavy fine. 

The companies say that while they are 
believers in a properly drafted law pro- 
hibiting unfair discrimination as between 
risks of essentially the same fire hazard 
and the South Carolina law prohibits the 
making of any difference or distinction in 
such rates, the agent making distinction 
in rates may be acting in entire good faith. 
He may by lack of knowledge make some 
mistake. 


Fear Innocent Violations. 
The law places a penalty for any infrac- 


| tions both on the company and agent. It 


subjects a company and agent to a fine 


| of $100 and the revocation of license for 
| the second offense. If there is to be ab- 


solute lack of discrimination among pol- 
icy holders, the companies say that only 
experts should make rates. 

The companies say it would be impossi- 
ble to avoid violations of an innocent 
nature and the penalty is so severe that 
they do not desire to expose themselves 
to this danger. The loss ratio of the va- 
rious companies in South Carolina for the 
last five years or so has been high, run- 
ning above 70 per cent. 

At ea meeting at Columbia, S. C., during 
the week, a number of commercial bodies 
from different sections declared the new 
law was inimicable to the business of the 
state and asked that it be repealed or so 
modified so that the insurance companies 
would return.
